Calls Columbus Case 
‘Unusually Strong’ 


By MICK! SELTZER 


When the Columbus 
school desegregation trial 
ended last week, attorneys 
for-both= sides expressed 
confidence that the trial 
had gone well but NAACP 
attorney Louis Lucas was 
the most outspoken about 
its. prospects. 

Lucas, who. has_ argued 
desegregation cases 
across the country, called 


it an “unusually strong 
case.” 

“The construction 
evidence was over- 


wheiming,” he said, adding 
that it was unusdal for a 


; ‘the courtroom for

city to have so many 
schools that were built as 
racially identifiable 
schools. 

Lucas said that the case 
was much stronger than 
Dayton, where a compre- 
hensive desegregation 
plan will go into effect in 
September. 

Discussing evidence that 
was stronger in Columbus 
than in Dayton, he cited 
construction, optional 
zones, intact busing 
(Dayton, he said, had very 
little), and boundary 
changes. He said there 
was more direct evidence 
of racial motive and intent. 
He ‘also considered it 


significant that school ad- - 


ministrator Robert Carter 
conceded that the school 
district determined neigh- 
borhoods by where boun- 
dary. lines were drawn. 
Summing up the school 
case, Atty. Samuel Porter 
told reporters he “set out 
to explain how the system 
grew. .. | think we've done 
that. We'll pull it together 
and put together a brief 
that will show the Colum- 
bus Public school system 
is not operating to dis- 
criminate against black 


' students." 


When the trial ended last 
Thursday there were over 
6300 pages of trial tran- 
script on the record, 
representing ap- 
proximately 36 days of 
testimony which spread 
out over a period of nine 
weeks. ‘ 

Except for attorneys’ 
brief and final arguments, 
the latter to be heard on 
Sept. 3, the court has on 
record everything that both 
sides could produce as 
relevant to the case. The 
burden is now’ on Judge 
(Robert M.) Duncan to 
study the evidence

eliminate unwarranted 
intrusion on. telephone 


calls. We believe our 
customers are entitled to 
the same privacy when 
using a_ telephone. they 
enjoy ‘wher talking face to 
face, Jester said and 
added: "And ‘we mean to 
assure them of it.”

Volunteers 


To Assist Yount Parolees 


With some 300 Franklin 
County youth paroled to 
the Ohio Youth Commis- 
sion, the Commission is in 
desparate need of 
volunteers to assist in 
rehabilitiating these youths 
and ultimately help them in 
returning to the main 
stream of society. 

Noni Napier, Volunteer 
Specialist for the OYC, in 
appealing for vounteers, 
points out theat some of 
the’ youth you see every 
day have been declared 
delinquent by a juvenile 
court and have been sent 
to the OYC institutions 
throughout the state, have 
been released and are now 
back in the community. 

These 12 to 18 year old 
parolees, -are supervised 
by a Youth Counselor until 
the youth is considered to 
have made a successful 
adjustment in the comm- 
unity, Ms. Napier explains. 

Pointing out that the 
Youth Counselor ‘'sets 
parole rules which the 
youth must abide by,” 
Napier said these “rules 
can be hard to follow for a 
youth to return to same 
same environment he or 
she came from.” 

It Is for this specific 
reason that volunteers are 
needed to provide the 
individual attention that so 
many youth need. A 
volunteer can provide a 
positive model for the 
youth to look up to; can 
establish an adult relation- 
ship that. is honest, 
supportive, and menaingful 


for possibly the first time in

“The. community should 
expect the case to be han- 
died carefully and dispass- 
jonately,” he said, “and un- 
derstand that the court is 
well aware of its sign- 
ificance_and gross _import- 
ance to the community. 
The court will do every- 
thing in its power-to come 
up with a decision that is 
fait, just and tawfal.” 

Judge Duncan kept a 
low profile during the trial, 
in_sharp contrast to Judge 
Frank Battisti in the Cleve- 
land case, who entered 
into long and sometimes 
folksy dialogues with wit- 
nesses. Battisti has not yet 
issued a verdict in the 
Cleveland case. The. trial 
there ended in February. 

Duncan entered the 
questioning of a witness 
on only one occasion in 
the trial when he appeared 
to be puzzled by the 
testimony of state board of 
education member Wayne 
Shaffer, who said that the 
state board is not equip- 
ped to determine if a 
school district is illegally 
segregated. 

Shaffer's testimony was 
essentially contradicted 
the following day by state 
superintendent Martin 
Essex, who testified that 
the state board does have 
the power to investigate. 

Essex was the last of 
four state witnesses. His 
testimony” on” Wednesday, 
and that of NAACP rebuttal 
witnesses on Thursday, 
marked the end of the 
lengthy trial. 

Essex told of three in- 
stances. where’ he had 
recommended the. with- 
holding of funds to school 
districts for various 
reasons. State board wit- 
nesses had previously 
testified that withholding 
of funds had not been con- 
sidered as a way of enfor- 
cing board policy because 
it would be too severe a 
measure. 

Essex said he did not 
consider Columbus to be 
in violation of the law but

Essex told of several in- 
stances in Ohio school dis-

Later, when asked if he 
could demand that school 
districts take special. ac- 
tion to reduce de facto se- 
gregation, Essex said no, 
he does. not. have. the 
power to -assign students 
to specific schools. 

State attorney, Mark 
O'Neill asked if he ever 
told (Columbus superin- 
tendent) Ellis how ‘to 
assign’ students. 

“You don’t tell your con- 
temporaries what they 
should do,” Essex said.“ 
“Professionally this would 
be unacceptable.” 

“lf he was 
illegally would you 
him?” O'Neill asked: 
“There would be no reluc- 
tance on our part to tell 
him,” Essex said, ‘but we 
would” havé to have the 
data in hand.” 

Under cross exam- 
ination, Essex affirmed that 
he recognized as illegal 
such acts as busing blacks 
past white schools, busing 
whites past black schools 
and not assigning blacks 
tothe nearest school. 

He said these situations 
in- 
vestigation but he never in- 
vestigated Columbus be- 
cause he never received a 
complaint. 

NAACP attorney Richard 
Stein asked Essex about 
school district transfer de- 
cisions made by the state 
board, which Essex said 
had an integrative effect.

Mitchell said he advised 
the administration that he 
had room for these 
students at his school but 
no. action was taken. 

Langston, a teacher :at 
South Mifflin Elementary 
School, testified about the 
school year 1973-74 when

Langston said her class- 
room, a former detention 
room, was very old and 
poorly lit and a cafeteria 
fan directly beneath the 
room blew constantly -so 
they could barely hear.

The Black Studies Dept., of Ohio State 
University and the department chairman 
William E. Nelson Jr. has. brought to the 
Columbus black"Community a challenge 
that should be met head-on. 

Through a College Educational Oppor- 
tunities Program (CEOP), fully accredited 
basic courses in Math, English and Black 
Studies will be offered evenings at the 
Black Studies Extension Center, 657 S. 
Ohio Ave. 

The pilot program will be primarily 
geared toward adult high school 
graduates (or equivalent) from the inner 
city area, choosing to take college cour- 
ses in their own community rather than 
the campus area, Nelson emphasized in 
announcing the program. 

As Nelson so appropriately put it, at 
OSU such a program was Originally con- 
sidered “revolutionary,” in that it is an 
extension of the already formed evening 
education program for adults attending 
school parttime. “We hope to provide a 
sequence of studies for persons who 
have been restricted from, or would be

more confortable away from the campus 
atmosphere," Nelson observed. 

We believe that it is indeed significant, 
that monetary donations from OSU 
faculty, with a grant from the Columbus 
Foundation will cover the tuition for 
enrolees. But in addition the faculty 
financial input to this vitally important 
program, instructors from various OSU 
departments will teach the courses. 

Although classes will be-limited to 
from 20 to 25 persons, The CALL & 
POST, mindful that such a program offers 
a chance in a lifetime for inner city 
people, extends a hearty congratulation 
to chairman Nelson, the OSU faculty and 
the entire Black Studies Dept. 

Frank Lomax ill, Executive director,

Who Should Run 


_ Our Public 


Who- will run’ the’ public - schools: 
teachers, federal and state governments, 
the courts? 

Local citizen control of schools has long 
been a fundamental aspect of American 
government, but the means for this control 
have _not.kept.pace with growth and other 
changes in schools. Local contro! needs 
to be buttressed by much broader citizen 
participation. Parents and other citizens 
want more say about the education of 
children and school boards need a better 
means of communicating with the public. 
These are the findings of the Citizens’ 
Council for Ohio Schools in its recent 
paper, “School*Community Councils--A 

Stronger Voice For Citizens”, 

The paper proposes councils for each 
school to broaden the base of local con- 
trol and work tor quality where the action 
is--in-the schools, The councils would be 
composed of parents, other citizens, 
teachers, and students, with parents in the 
majority, 

“We are not proposing any. reduction in 
the statutory authority of school boards,” 
said Citizens’ Council Chairman, Rowland 
Brown, "But. rather .€..means. of helping 
boards carry out their almost impossible 
functions. However, we~ are proposing 
something that exists in very few school 
districts in the country, councils concer- 
ned with developing and implementing 
basic policies. They will be much more 
than channels of communication. Gitizens 
and professionals working together will 
perform evaluation, research, and decision 
making functio’s that will greatly enlarge 
the_effectivenes3 of school boards and 
their central Staffs." 

“There is a lot of professional contro- 
versy about involving citizens in schools,” 
continued Brown. ‘Some educators say it 
takes so much time that it actually slows 
Progress but others accuse their 
colleagues of wanting to run schools by

themselves*for themselves; Schools: des 
pend heavily upon the support of parents. 
and other citizens. We must set aside 
whatever time is necessary and. provide 
the plan of organization required to get 
this support.” 

Decentralization’ of~ authority to the 
building level and the resulting ability of 
school community councils to get things 
done are keys tothe success of the pro- 
posed plan. However, the Citizens’ Coun- 
cil proposes that decentralization be ac- 
complished within the framework of 
school-board policies and budgets. The 
Paper points out that some principals may 
not have the desire and ability to-be the 
managers of people and resources 
required by decentralization. A healthy by- 
product of the sytem will be the finding 
and supporting of those who want to 
manage and are able to manage.

Security Council action on the applica- 
tron of the People’s Republic of Angola for 
membership in the United Nations has 
been delayed because of the likelihood 
that the U.S. would veto membership if the 
matter came to a vote on May 11th as 
originally scheduled. Under U.N. proce- 
dures, the Security Counci! must favorably 
recommend membership to the General 
Assembly, which then votes on admission, 
Angola formally applied for membership in 
a letter from President Agostinho Neto to 
U.N, Secretary General Kurt Waldheim 
April 22nd 

The United States government has not 
recognized the People’s Republic of 
Angola. However, the issue of U.S. 
recognition of the Angolan government 
need not be tied to Angola’s membership 
in the U.N. There is a precedent for the 


United States voting to favorably 
recommend a state for U.N. membership 

even though it has not yet recognized that 
state itself.

EARLIER ORAL CANCER SEEN IN 
SMOKER-DRINKERS: 

A ten-year study at Roswell Park 
Memorial Institute in Buffalo, the New 
York State Department of Health's com- 
prehensive cancer center, shows that 
women who use alcohol and tobacco may 
develop oral cancer as many as 15 years 
earlier than women who abstain from 
these products ;

It is always good to get a view of this 
country from another perspective. 
Whenever | travel abroad, | keep one ear 
cocked to listen to what “the Smiths” of 
that particular country have to say about 
-us, We Americans aren't liked universally, 
and that may be the underst t of the 
year; nevertheless, we continue to be 
regarded in awe or envy as the world's 
number. one. super power. Our. brand. of 
racism is seen as only one cut below that 
of South African apartheid by many. 

We are accused of double standards in 
ignoring some countries while favoring 
others. We abhor violence on the part of 
others, but our television screens are filled 
with murder, mayhem and sexual 
depravity. We are wallowing in patriotism 
in this, the Bicentennial year, yet Boston, 
where it all began is now considered so 
racially polarized that an organization like 
the National Urban League is seriously 
considering moving its convention from 
there because of the potential threat to 
public safety. : 

African leaders are called ‘racist 
murderers and Fascist aictators” by some 
U.S. politicians who themselves practice 
discrimination in the most insidious ways, 
It comes down to the question of whose ox 
is being gored. 

Nothing is more ambiguous than the 
kinship between U.S. Blacks and their 
“brothers and sisters" in Africa. We have a 
deep emotional attachment to the 
Motherland; -but .scandalously little. true 
knowledge about the diversity of that vast 
continent and its peoples. Before we adapt 
African names and speak Swahili, we 
ought to at least know that Dar es Salaam 
“is not in Saudi Arabia, but is the capital of 
Tanzania‘in East Africa, or that Zimbabwe 
and Namibia are the indigenous names for 
Rhodesia and. Southwest Africa 
respectively. Will-you please tell me why 
Black folks who learn that you have been 
to Africa invariably ask, “Did you meet 
John so and so? He's over there.” That's 
when—+—tong—to—set—up—a—sidewalk 
“classroom with a map and a pointer -to 
show that there are 46 nations in Africa, 
with more than a hundred subdivisions of 
faces. : 

Even Henry Kissinger was sobered by 
what he found, much like that_English 
teacher of mine who used to say, “The 
more you know, the.more you ought to 
know, in order to know how little you 
know!" Back home, he was both praised 
and damned over the new positive African 
policy which he had unfolded. Senator 
Hubert Humphrey, one of the few stand-up 

Jiberals on. the Hill wanted to know if. the 
Ford Administration was going to actively 
and effectively support the new policy. 

Kissinger who is being blamed for the 
Ford Joss in Texas replied dryly “actively, 
yes,” effectively he couldn't say. “Well, 
said Hubert, “If we're going to charge the 
barricades will the executive branch be 
there too?”

In the wake of the Angola affair, and the 
mounting pressure on. white-ruled 
Rhodesia to turn over control to the black 
majority, one would expect that the 
laaders of South Africa would be ‘walking 
on eggs” in an all-out effort-to placateits 
natives by toning down, if not entirely 
eliminating, its apartheid practices. 

Blacks in South Africa comprise some 
70 percent of the total population of this 
last bastion of white supremacy rule on 
the African continent, and only the most 


stupid optimist can see any other outcome | 


in the next decade except the eventual 
seizing of control by South African blacks, 
even it that calls for a blood bath. . 

For generations the blacks of South 
Africa have had to endure racial restric- 
tions that make the old days of the 
Southern’ ‘Confederacy pale by 
comparison. South Africa's Prime Minister 
John Voerster, who not too long ago, was 
defying world apinion and holding fast to 
absolute apartheid, had slowly begun to 
make concessions to the blacks, hopefully 
buying time before having to surrender 
power to the black majority.

Dick Gregory’s Food Run: 


One doesn't have to listen to what comedian-social 


activist Dick Gregory has to say about the hunger 
problems to be convinced that what he is saying 
makes sense. 

Gregory, on a 2900 mile cross country run to 
dramatize hunger, paused here last Thursday long 
enough to hold a series of press conferences and 
give a-concert ih Franklin Park which is virtually 
surrunded by black neighborhoods. 

During one of his press conferences in the 
Statehouse office of Lt. Gov. Richard Celeste, 
Gregory predicted that if the President does not 
become involved in the critical food crisis, “hunger 
riots” are going to break out'in this country: This will 
happen regardless of whether the President is 
Democrat of Republican, he said. , 

He feels that President Ford picked the wrong time 
to change the food stamp distribution, because “poor 
people are being priced out of super markets. He also 
suggested that cutting off Noy hot lunch school 

rogram “simply doesn't make sense.” 

° Gruacr, wie started his “Bicentennial Food Run” 
from Los Angeles April 21, is keeping @ 50-mile 
perday schedule which will land him in New York City 
on July 4, the same day millions of Americans will be 
celebrating this country's 200th birthday with 
“firecrackers and family picnics. At the same time 
countless numbers of our own people will not have 
anything to celebrate, their stomachs will be\empty, 
he says. be 

‘Gregory said he has sent a wire to President Ford 
suggesting that he create an office of secretary of 
food and nutrition and to give him cabinet status. 
Such an action should be non-partisan, for hunger 
must be taken out of politics, he said. 

Lamenting that 55-million people go to bed hungry 
every night, the nationally known humorist and 
humanitarian, suggested that the government should 
do the “Same thing for smali farmers it did for 
Lockheed Air Corps.”” The small farmers need to be 
enticed to return to*the farm so “prices” of food will 
come down,” he added. 

He maintains that food in this country is being used 
as a weapon and a tool for power: As an example, he 
said people were urged to grow gardens, but then for 
some strange reason, canning jar lids disappeared 
from the market. The U.S. Government tolerates and 
even. condones. these tactics used by food 
conglomerates in their effort to raise profits at the éx- 
pense of the hungry.

GUN CONTROL'S 
UPHILL FIGHT 


After all the assassinations and attempted 
assassinations we're no closer to effective arms 
control than we were a dozen years ago. With all the 
furor about rising crime rates we still haven't moved 
toward a ban on handguns or even toward effective 
steps to control them. 

Reasonable steps toward some kind of domestic 
disarmament have been bitterly opposed by many 
who believe that even some form of mild regulation 
would lead to depriving them of their hunting guns 
and other guns used for sports or for legitimate 
protection. 

This is a gun-owning nation. More Americans own 
guns than own automobiles. There are more guns in 
American homes than there are dishwashers. 

The most obvious form of gun regulation -- and a 
very mild one at that — would be mandatory registra- 
tion of handguns. According to a recent Harris Poll, 
more than three out of four people favor such a step, 
and even among owhers of handguns, 61 percent 
favor such a measure. : 

These seems to be no reason why effective controls 
can't be established. The polls show the people want 
it, police officials are almost unanimous in backing it, 
and common sense says it is a basic. step in 
controlling violent crime; 

Despite this, Congress has failed to act. For a while 
there was some sentiment for legislation banning the 
so-called ‘Saturday night specials,"’ or cheap 
handguns. 

That would have been a small step In the right 
direction, although the probable result would have 
been that people, including criminals, would just step 
up to the next price range. It would eliminate cheap 
competition to more expensive handguns but do little 
else. 

Meanwhile the murder rate climbs, partly due to the 
easy accessibility of lethal weapons. Since this is a 
Bicentennial-year, we might recall that three times as 
many people were murdered by firearms last year as 
ree killed in battle during the entire Revolutionary 

ar. 

The use of guns in committing violent crimes is 
rising too, and many police departments are 
concerned about» the growing use of guns by 
teenagers. A gun in the hands of an immature person 
is doubly dangerous for the sense of power it gives 
him and the psychological compensation it offers, can 
only lead to trouble. 

Grponente of any kind of gun control are fond of 
the slogan “guns don't kill, people do.” 

That may have a_nice ring to it, but it’s not true — 
guns do kill people — and just like any other potential- 
ly lethal instrument, controls over their use are 
needed. Automobiles are potentially dangerous so we 
license drivers and make sure they know how to use 
their cars; the same compelling public interest ought 
to ly to firearms. There's no “auto lobby" 
protesting licensing requirements for car ownership 
so why should the gun lobby fight the much more 
reasonable attempts to regulate weapons? 

_It's a mistake to launch an all-out challenge to 
simple ownership of any gun. Most firearms are 
legitimately owned and used and a lot of the opposi- 
tion to reasonable controls comes trom people who 
a regulation as unwarranted intrusions on their 
rights. 

But with the overwhelming majority of people, 
including gun-owners, favorable to some form of 
regulation it should be clear that political cowardice 
is no jonger an excuse for inaction. ;
